Sets license fee and limits hours 


~ Council okays fund-raising bingo games 


By Don Green 

On a split vote, the Upland City 
Council Monday night approved an 
ordinance legalizing bingo as a fund 

raising activity for nonprofit 
groups. 

The ordinance — which would 
become effective 30 days after the 
second reading scheduled for April 
17 — allows a broad range of 
nonprofit organizations to obtain a 
$50 license entitling them to run 
bingo games for a year. 

Under the ordinance, an 
organization could conduct bingo 
games one day a week for six hours 
between 2 and 10:30 p.m. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas and 
Councilman Frank Hoover voted 
against the ordinance, both council 
members saying that the $50 fees 
would not cover the administrative 
costs of the city to regulate bingo. 

Paul J. Soltis, president of St. 
Joseph’s School on Campus Avenue, 
first requested the game be 
legalized in Upland at the Jan. 16 
council meeting

He said then that the game would

Calitornia voters gave local 
governments the option of legalizing 
bingo for nonprofit groups in a 1975 
ballot measure. 

Mayor George Gibson noted that 
Upland residents voted 6,765 - 3,380 
in favor of the measure 

Mrs. Petokas pointed out that the 
measure did not legalize bingo, but 
only gave local governments the 
option of legalizing the game. 

Gibson agreed, but added, ‘‘I think 
it’s a reasonable conclusion if they 
voted for the option they were in 
favor of bingo — at least they 
weren't opposed to it.” 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarty 
said the ordinance would not lead to

noted ‘‘average citizens’’ had 
requested the ordinance for fund 
raising and enjoyment. 

He added that as an Upland police 
officer for 20 years he had seen 
many illegal bingo games, saying 
that with the ordinance Upland 
could control the game. 

Police Chief Coy Estes, who 
expressed concerns about legalized 
bingo in January, said Tuesday he 
still has ‘‘mixed emotions’ about 
the game, but added the ordinance 
he drafted with City Attorney

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Homeowners criticize 
quality of new homes

Residents of a northwest Upland 
subdivision filled council chambers 
Monday night to underscore a long 
list of complaints against a major 
Upland developer whom they 
charged with ignoring construction 
problems. 

Robert Burns of 1464 Aster St. 
said residents of Mark III Homes 
“have experienced significant or 
serious materials, construction 
and/or customer service problems 
with Mark III, their subcontractors 
and customer - service personnel.” 

At least 80 persons at the council 
meeting indicated by show of hands 
they were dissatisfied with their 
recently built homes. 

Leaking roofs, cracking stucco, 
“cheap” plastic shower fixtures, 
poorly grouted tiles and failure to 
provide specified wood trim and 
mirrors were among the alleged 
shortcomings mentioned by Burns 
and other residents. 

Burns said the problems have 
caused ‘‘acute frustration, financial 
losses, excessive expenditures of 
time and general turmoil in the lives 
of these people.” 

He charged that some of the 
problems have continued for as long 
as 242 years. 

Steve Sanberg, president of Mark 
III Homes in Tustin, reiterated 
promises made Sunday when 
homeowners picketed his firm’s 
Upland sales office. 

Reading from a prepared 
statement, Sanberg noted he has 
formed a ‘‘team of 20 staff 
members” to conduct a door - to - 
door survey of the homes in 


and stipulates accurate records be 
kept of the financial operations. 

Applications wili be denied to any 
charitable organizations if their 
members who would run the games 
have been convicted of any crime 
related to gambling 

Former Mayor Abner Haldeman, 
one of two residents who spoke in 
opposition to the ordinance, said 
pending federal legislation to 
provide income - tax deductions to 
families sending children to 
parochial schools may reduce the 
need for bingo fund raising. 

He said the fees would not cover 
the cost of regulating the game and 
added that the ‘“‘desires’’ of Upland 
voters may have changed since the 
1975 vote, along with the legislative 
provisions opening the game up to 
more groups. 


Council snuffs out smoking limitation

He said homeowners’ comments 
in the survey have so far been 
generally favorable, but added, ‘‘We 
uncovered some frustrating 
experiences with our customer 
service department.” 

Sanberg said firm representatives 


_ are ‘‘determined to rectify”’ 


problems as ‘‘quickly as possible.” 

The customer service department 
has been reorganized and a vice 
president of construction was 
recently fired, he noted. 

“I’m very proud to be builder of 
Mark III Homes, and I want 
homeowners to feel the pride of 
owning a Mark III home,’’ Sanberg 
said. 

Members of the Mark III staff 
attended the council meeting to take 
down names of homeowners 
dissatisfied with their houses, and 
Sanberg pledged to make personal 
inspections when requested. 

Burns noted the residents haved 
banded together to form a 
homeowners’ association. While he 
indicated residents welcomed 
Sanberg promises for repairs, Burns 
said the “objective results’ would 
determine whether the group would 
make further protests. 

He said the association would 
recommend that homeowners in 
Upland and also Alta Loma halt 
public demonstrations, possible 
suits and complaints to government 
agencies while Mark III ‘‘works to 
correct these problems.”’ 

Burns also expressed 


dissatisfaction with the city of 
Upland’s response to the many 
complaints. 

Bob Sullivan, Upland’s chief 
building official, said the city’s 
hands are tied on many of the 


2 See. 


complaints because they are 
“generally beyond the scope’. of 
Upland’s building codes. 

He explained that present building 
codes have been mandated by state 
law in order to bring uniformity 
among California’s cities and other 
local entities responsible for code 
enforcement. 

Burns noted that he camped out 
overnight to buy his Mark III home 
and said most of the homes are 
valued at $85,000 - $115,000. 


He said the residents’ experience 
with Mark III raises a ‘‘larger, 
more ominous issue.”’ 

‘As individuals, members of our 
group were diverted and put off by 
Mark III, until they gave up over 
frustration with their problems. 
Many began to doubt whether they 
should receive the high quality of 
materials and service for which 
they paid.” 

Burns added that as housing 
prices increase, homeowners 
nationwide may be convinced to 
expect less quality in their 
residences 

‘And this will leave a sad 
condition for our children when they 
grow up,” he said. 

Burns said he and other 
organizers of the association March 
31 received from Mark III's 
attorney. James E. Carter, a hand - 
delivered letter notifying them of 
possible legal liability for slander 


Reading from the letter, Burns 
said, ‘Prudence would dictate that 
you carefully consider your 
proposed action (the demonstration 
outside the sales office). ” 

Burns also said Sanberg told him 
by phone Sunday night ‘not to make 
the City Council feel defensive.

' expensive road repairs 


Santa Fe 


Nearly $1 million to repair storm- 
damaged roads — including $275,000 
for 17 projects in the West End — 
has been approved by the county 
board of supervisors 

“We've got to get cracking with 
haste on these repairs,’ John Shone, 
county transportation director, said 

The supervisors approved the 
money under a special provision of 
State law which allows the county to 
skip the norma! bidding procedures 
when the repairs are considered 
emergency ones. 

Shone said his department will 
begin to negotiate with contractors 
for $965,000 worth of road repairs — 
$686,000 for 24 projects in the valley 
and $279,000 for work in the desert 

A number of county-maintained 
roads were severely damaged by 
storms in February and March 


f the 17 repair projects planned 
for the West End, 11 are located in 
Rancho Cucamonga, 5 in the unin- 
corporated area near Chino and one 
in the Mt. Baldy area 


Mt. Baldy Road from Snowcrest 
to San Antonio Falls Road will be 
repaired at an estimated cost of 
$10,000 


The 11 projects in Rancho 
Cucamonga will cost an estimated 
$213,000. The projects in the Chino 
area will cost $52,000

Dissatisfied with its administration, county 
supervisors decided Monday to reorganize the county 
medical center so that its chief executive will be a 
business administrator instead of a doctor. 

They acted despite a warning from a county medical 
staff representative that an immediate reorganization 
would lower morale further and might prompt some 
doctors to leave the staff. 

The reorganization the supervisors endorsed Monday 
is much the same as that proposed by a management 
consultant (Booz, Allen and Hamilton) last week. 

The doctors fear that reorganization may emphasize 
business management at the expense of patient care and 
the medical education and training programs offered by 
the center in San Bernardino. 

“The business of the hospital is medical care. Our 
concern is that it not get lost in the shuffle,’ Dr. James 
Drinkard, county medical staff representative, told the 
supervisors. 

Drinkard said his colleagues view the reorganization 
“with some concern and a bit of alarm.”’ particularly 
since it comes on the heels of the Booz, Allen report last 
week. 


That report amounted to a statement of no confidence 
in the present medical center administration, headed by 
Dr. J. Philip Loge, the director, and William E. Davis. 
the administrator. 


A Booz, Allen vice president even recommended that 
neither man be considered for the two top medical center 
posts under the reorganization. But the supervisors 
chose not to follow that recommendation. 


The doctors appear concerned that an administrative 
reorganization will lead to major changes in the medical 
education programs Loge has developed in the 10 years 
he has been the medical center’s chief executive. 


But Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of San Bernardino 
replied, ‘I sleep well at night feeling sincerely that I’m 
not out to gut the educational program. But like other 
departments within the county, we're talking about a 
table of organization. And frankly, tables of 
organizations are not negotiable.”

Reorganization of county 
medical center approved 


“I don’t think our decision to appoint a business 
administrator as being in charge is going to affect ... the 
medical end of it,’’ Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland said. ‘‘I just don’t see how it will.”’ 

Kamansky argued that the county medical center 
should be run on the business model of private hospitals, 
“although they have a different problem than you do.” 

Chairman Robert O. Townsend of Chino said he is 
proud of the medical education and training prograrns 
and the quality of medical care they assure at the center. 

But Townsend said he wanted ‘‘to be equally as proud 
of the administration as it affects the cost of operating 
the medical center.” 

Robert E. Russell, administrator of the county’s 
Health Care Services Agency, presented the 
reorganization plan. The agency includes the medical 
center and the departments of mental! health and public 
health 

Despite the emphasis on management skills, Russell 
said whoever is named the medical center administrator 
should have ‘‘a balanced perspective — both medical 
education and a business orientation.” 

As director and chief executive, Loge was responsible 
for both the center's budget and medical programs, 
although much of the day-to-day management was left to 
Davis 

In the reorganization, Loge has been offered a new 
position — that of the center’s medical director, a doctor’ 
responsible for the medical education and training 
programs. He would supervise the more than 100 doctors 
on the medical staff and in effect would be the center's 
chief medical officer. 


However, Loge would be subordinate to the new 
administrator. Loge would continue to receive his 
present salary range, the top scale of which is $52,188. 
one of the highest paying jobs in county government. 


Loge was not present at the supervisors’ meeting 
Monday. Russell said ‘‘it’s his choice’ as to whether 
Loge wants to be appointed chief medical officer 


The medical center administrator would be paid a 
maximum of $39,816. A search for a new administrator 
will begin soon

ALHS students in fall 


At least partially heeding pleas by 
parents, the Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District Board of 
Trustees Monday agreed to leave 
most students who now attend Alta 
Loma High School at that campus 
next fall. 

But a majority of the new students 
moving into Rancho Cucamonga 
before September will attend 
Chaffey or Ontario high schools 
during the 1978-79 school year. 

Despite earlier threats of major 
attendance boundary changes and 
the possibility of moving more than 
1,000 district students, the new plan, 
recommended by Superintendent 
Mike Dirksen, will affect 
Significantly fewer students, 
possibly as few as 100 to 150 of those 
now enrolled in the district. 

The burden of the plan has been 
shifted to those persons who have 
not yet moved into homes in the 
area. 

Only a small number of those 
students presently attending Alta 
Loma High will be forced to begin 
classes at a new school in 
September. 

But the district will establish new 
attendance boundaries within the 
Alta Loma High School area and 
students moving into those areas 
will attend either Ontario or Chaffey 
high school next fall. 

The seven-point plan, labeled 
‘Alternative for the Future’ by 
Dirksen, did not receive unanimous 
endorsement by the board. 

Trustee Ray Sarrio voted against 
setting a ceiling of 2,700 students at 
Alta Loma next fall, insisting the 


district’s action should be more 
severe so the impact will be felt by 
persons living outside the Alta Loma 
attendance boundaries. 

The ceiling, however, was 
approved on a 3-1 vote (Trustee Jack 
Carnine was absent) and the board 
unanimously agreed to continue the 
nine-period, extended-day schedule 
at Alta Loma in September. 

Only one of the seven 
recommendations made by Dirksen 
was rejected by trustees. That was a 
proposal to direct the 
superintendent to draw up a job 
description and a recommendation 
for the establishment of a 
management-confidential position 
titled Information Specialist, a 
public information officer who 
would help keep parents informed 
about district business. 

The board turned down that 
proposal 3-1, with Trustee Martha 
Chapman casting the only 
affirmative vote, after board 
members Sarrio and Charles 
Uhalley objected to the district 
doing any hiring in light of the 
Jarvis property tax initiative on the 
June ballot. 

In making his recommendations, 
Dirksen noted the meeting last week 
where parents protested attendance 
boundary changes, calling it ‘‘very 
fruitful and meaningful.” 

“‘Some of these recommendations 
will meet with the approval of a 
good number of those who attended 
that meeting,” Dirksen explained. 
“But as I said last week, ‘There’s no 
way to escape the awesomeness of 
attendance boundary changes.’ ”

Chaffey High School within the 
present Alta Loma attendance area‘ 
effective June 15, 1978. The board 
will act on new boundaries at their 
May 1 meeting. 


— Approving voluntary transfers 
from Alta Loma to another district 
high school for students whose 
educational ‘goals might be better 
served by the opportunity. Upland 
High was excluded as a transfer 
point because the school is near 
capacity. 


— Reversing the board’s decision 
to exchange property with the Lewis 
Development Co. 


— And directing Dirksen to bring 
a recommendation to the board at 
its May 15 meeting regarding 
alternative plans to provide 
facilities to accommodate projected 
enrollment growth.

The reason for that attitude is that 
there is a worldwide oversupply of 
citrus groves. 

Citrus growing was once a domi- 
nant element in the local economy. 
In 3 to 5 years from now it will be 
gone “‘asS far as anything that 
amounts to anything.’’ a local citrus 
rancher predicts. 

And Bruce Goetting, manager of 
Upland Lemon Growers Associa- 
tion, one of Upland’s three remain- 
ing packinghouses, indicates that 
will be just as well in economic 
terms. 

“There are more groves in the 
ground than we need,” he said. 

Goetting said that even though 
prices which fresh lemons bring to 
sellers have kept pace with infla- 
tion, ‘‘there is a tremendous volume 
of lemon juice. It is a red ink item.” 

He said citrus acreage in 
California-Arizona has been in- 
creasing but it has been diminishing 
in the West End. 

The total rose more than 40 per- 
cent in six years from 65,400 acres in 
1969 to 93,000 in 1975. It has since 
dropped to 81,000 acres, he said. 

“One guy sees that another is 
making money by growing citrus 
Then another sees the same thing. 
Pretty soon they're all growing 
citrus but they don’t realize they'll 
all be on the market at the same 
time,’ Goetting said. 

New groves have been planted in 
San Diego County and some desert 
areas, he said. 

As a result, local packinghouses 
now are processing fruit trucked in 
from far greater distances than was 
the case 15 years ago. 

Despite those distances, Goetting 
expects Upland Lemon Growers 
Association and the other Upland 
packinghouses to stay in their pre- 
sent locations. P 

He said that to move would in- 
volve a tremendous investment, for 
example $7 million to build a 
duplicate of the Upland Lemon 
Growers Association packing 
facilities. 


Also, Upland is a good location 
since it is on the main freeway 
between Los Angeles and the East, 
he said. 


He said there is a future in lemon 
growing, ‘‘but not on $25,000 an acre 
land’’ available locally 


Alta Loma citrus rancher Art 
Bridge. who has been reluctantly 
surrendering his land to subdivision 
growth, agreed. 

He said 50 percent of his citrus 
production costs now go for proper- 
ty taxes. 

“J don’t think any business can 
survive that, but property is taxed 
based on highest and best potential 
use. Once somebody has sold for 
residential development within half 
a mile, your taxes go up,”’ he said. 

A further discouraging factor, he 
said, is that ‘‘farming in the middle 
of the city is ridiculous.” 

Whenever a new subdivision opens 
nearby, there is a new surge of van- 
dalism, recently totaling $600 in one 
week in his groves. 

‘Part of it is malicious and part of 
it is a misunderstanding of the 
agricultural world by city people.” 
he said. 

Bridge said a major blow to local 
citrus growing was the 1968 freeze. 
“not the longest or coldest ever. but 
it was combined with snow so that it 
was impossible to protect fruit.” 


Bridge lost all of his fruit and 
many of his trees. Many citrus 
ranchers sold out after that  in- 
cluding almost all of the ranchers in 
Etiwanda. he said. 

Simultaneous with the freeze, ‘it 
was apparent that change was com- 
ing. People started coming. The 
emphasis started changing from 
agricultural to urban,”’ Bridge said. 

To gain desperately needed money 
to keep his citrus ranch alive finan- 
cially, he cashed in on the tail end of 
a real estate boom by selling 10 
acres to a developer. 

He has now sold most of his 
groves and expects to sell the rest. 
but he has bought a few acres on the 
edge of the foothills where he hopes 
to grow citrus or avocados. 

He recalled that at a public hear- 
ing a newcomer once derided him 
for selling his groves, charging. 
“You are spoiling my en- 
vironment!” 

But Bridge said. “People move 
out here, and. by their moving out 
here, it is no longer a rural en- 
vironment.” 


State renews interest 
in possible park site 
southwest of Chino 


The state Parks and Recreation 
Department has renewed focus on a 
10,000-acre site proposed as a possi- 
ble state park in the Chino Hills. 

The state rejected the proposed 
park following a study in 1973 and 
left its future up to regional agen- 
cies. 

However, a resolution passed by 
the state Legislature last year 
directed the parks department to 
study the feasibility of acquiring 
land for the proposed park. 

At a Feb. 24 meeting of represen- 
tatives from four counties bordering 
the hills, proposals for one or more 
regional (county) parks in the area 
were shelved in favor of a call for 
state action on the park proposal 

The Chino Hills, a near-vacant ex- 
panse of green pastureland and 
scrubby vegetation, are located 
southwest of the city of Chino. 

The hills, which include more than 
60,000 acres, are touched by San 
Bernardino, Los Angeles, Orange 
and Riverside counties. They com- 
prise the largest open expanse of 
land remaining in the metropolitan 


region of Southern California. 

Numerous studies have been com- 
missioned for the area but the state 
has never budgeted funds for ac- 
quisition of land for a park there. 

No endangered species of plants 
or animals are known to exist in the 
proposed park, and the only iden- 
tified protected species is a type of 
turtle inhabiting creeks in the hills. 

Little public comment has been 
recorded either in favor of or op- 
position to the proposed park. 

The probable cost of land acquisi- 
tion for a 1,000-acre park in the hills 
has been pegged at between $8 
million and $11 million. 

First priority for the parks 
department is determining who 
owns the land. Next, the state is ex- 
pected to detail what portions 
should be acquired first and how 
much land should be used in the 
proposed park 

The study will then be presented 
to legislators, who will decide 
whether to include a request for 
state funds for the park in the next 
budget

He sub- 
mitted it to police Lt. Jerry 
Stephens and Capt. Tony Linza, who 
took it before police Chief Gerald 
Doyle. 


They liked the idea and Chavez 
was given the go-ahead. 


Using a radio communications 
channel, he spread the word, attrac- 
ting volunteers and gaining 
donations. He had planned to wrap 
up the program in three weeks but 
the heavy response convinced him to 
continue it. 


All of the people helping Chavez 
receive and store the items are 
volunteers, 


The ongoing program is now being 
called ‘‘Project Ayuda,” (Project 
Help). Donations consist of food 
items, non-perishable foodstuffs and 
money or checks made out to Pro- 
ject Ayuda in care of Pete Chavez 


All of the donations will be 
transported to the Mexican border, 
where the Catholic Aid Organization 
(CAO) will lead the way to the flood 
aid headquarters 


That is scheduled to take place 
about April 11. 


According to Chavez, ‘‘there has 
been really good community 
response and also good response all 
over San Bernardino County.

Parents want quality 
teacher for children 


Most parents have quiet 
expectations of teachers. 
Although the polls indicate 
that some parents are dis- 
Satisfied with their 
children’s education, dis- 
cussions at PTA meetings, 
reports from local 
presidents, and newspaper 
interviews indicate that 
most parents expect that 
their children will be taught 
more or less what they 
ought to know and that 
parents will hear about it if 
their children encounter dif- 
ficulties. 

Beyond these generally 
positive expectations, 
however, there is more that 
parents want of teachers. 

For example, in a recent 
survey of PTA presidents, 
most of the parents who 
responded said, ‘“‘I want 
teachers to treat my 
children with respect.” 

By respect, the parents 
said that they mean more 
than kindness: They want 
teachers to look at their 
children as individuals, 
“not as just a low or a high 
1.Q.” 

These parents hope that a 
teacher enjoys working 
with children, and un- 
derstands that patience and 
understanding are needed in 
communicating with 
youngsters. 

More than this, however, 
parents want teachers to 
care whether a child is lear- 
ning; to take a genuine in- 
terest in the child’s educa- 
tion; and to make whatever 
effort is necessary to enable 
the child to work at his or 
her own level. 

Parents also hope — and 
have every right to expect 
— that teachers will have 
the skills they need to pre- 
sent educational materials 
clearly and well. 

One parent who respond- 
ed to the survey said, ‘‘I 
want a teacher to talk first 
with my child’s previous 
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teacher, to know what my 
child has been taught — and 
then with the teacher at the 
next grade level, to deter- 
mine what requirements 
my child will be expected to 
meet next year.”’ 

Another parent said, ‘‘I’d 
like the teacher to allow my 
child to work with others or 
alone, according to the 
child’s needs, skills, and 
capacity to progress.” 

Parents hope that a 
teacher will ‘‘use mutual 
respect and trust, rather 
than threats or punishment, 
as a way of gaining class 
control.’’ They hope 
teachers will be consistent; 
firm but gentle; and never 
use “‘scare tactics.’’ They 
suggest that, when teachers 
must make negative com- 
ments, they temper them 
with praise, so that they 
will fall easier on the child’s 
ear. 

Parents appreciate the 
teacher who is sensitive to 
each child’s feelings and 
who is aware that children 
vary in their understanding 
of what the teacher is trying 
to achieve. Children have 
“‘bad days,’’ too, and 
parents hope teachers will 
not overreact on these oc- 
casions. 

Parents also appreciate 
the teacher who presents an 
example of the ideals he or 
she is teaching and is aware 
that ‘‘children notice.” 

Parents ask that teachers 
not delay in letting them 
know when problems in 
learning or behavior appear 
in their children. ‘‘We want 
to be informed im- 
mediately,’’ parents say, 
“and we want to work out 
the problems together — 
with the teacher and the 
child.” 

Although some teachers 
may not feel that this is 
true, parents do want 
teachers to be honest in dis- 
cussing their child’s 
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strengths and weaknesses. 
They want to be kept in- 
formed of their child’s 
scholastic and behavior 
patterns. 

At the same time, 
however, parents ask for 
“equal time’’ — they want 
the teacher to be willing to 
listen to what they — the 
parents — know about their 
child. 

Parents often express the 
wish that teachers would 
treat them with courtesy; 
hear out their comments 
and discuss their questions 
sympathetically; and not 
give discourteous and 
irrelevant rejoinders to 
what parents consider sim- 
ple inquiries. ; 

Parents today are more 
aware than they were a few 
years ago that they not only 
can but need to help their 
children learn. Ten or 15 
years ago, parents almost 
had to ‘‘bootleg’’ the in- 
struction they gave in the 
home for fear of being 
classified as a ‘‘pushing”’ 
parent. 

Today parents are in less 
awe of the schools, and are 
better prepared than ever 
to participate in the educa- 
tion of children. They take 
more responsibility for 
monitoring homework, for 
checking school progress, 
and for creating ex- 
tracurricular opportunities 
for learning. They also 
watch curriculum content 
and take steps to influence 
its direction and develop- 
ment. 

Relatively few city 
schools as yet have parent - 
involvement programs. But 
more and more parents are 
discovering that they can 
help their children learn. To 
do this, however, they need 


the active cooperation of 


their children’s teachers.

Small appliances conserve energy 


Since I work, I use a slow 
cooker and several other 
small appliances for the 
sake of convenience. Do 
these small appliances use 
more energy than a 
conventional range? — S.K. 


Actually, you’re saving 
energy. Working people 
have discovered that many 
portable appliances are 
energy savers as well as 
convenient to use, 
particularly for small 
families. 

Because slow cookers 
have low wattages, they 
require less electricity than 
electric range in preparing 
the same quantity of food. 

Portable electric 
appliances, such as toaster 
ovens and skillets, also can 
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be used in place of electric 
ranges and ovens for 
economical preparation of a 
smaller quantity of food 
servings. 

For example, a 
conventional electric oven 
uses about 1% times more 
energy than a portable 
toaster oven in cooking a 
medium - sized meat loaf. 
The portable oven saves 
energy over a conventional 
oven because of its smaller 
size 

A pot roast cooked in an 
electric skillet is prepared 
more efficiently than one 
cooked in a conventional 
electric oven. For 
additional energy savings, 
you can add potatoes and 
carrots or other vegetables 
to, the pot roast to cook at 
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the same time.

BLINDNESS 

The blindness that a 
driver experiences on 
crowded roads at night is 
not due entirely to the bad 
adjustment of the other 
driver’s headlights. 

Your cars. «dirty 
windshield magnifies the 
serious effects of glaring 
lights, according to the 
National Automobile Club 
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And yet, there is often a 
nagging doubt about the 
best ways to safely and 
securely make ourselves 
vulnerable to the risks of in- 
timacy. It is a paradox 


By the time newborn in- 
fants are four or five 
months of age, they are ac 
tively engaged in the 
struggle of differentiating 
between themselves and 
their mothers. 


For quite a long time, the 
breast at which they feed 
seems to be a part of 
themselves. Then comes 
gradually dawning 
awareness that the mother 
comes and goes, and the in- 


fant is exposed to her 
idiosyncracies and 
frivolities. 


The gradual trend toward 
separation and _ individua 
tion is a traumatic one, and 
the forces that hold it in a 
tolerable balance are 
sometimes rather easily 
disturbed. Consequently, 
the infant's ability to 
tolerate frustrations is 
quite low. 

This earliest separation 
constitutes the’first sense of 
disappointment and suspi- 
cion in the child that the 
“‘you’’ may well be a fickle, 
sometime thing. The thrust

toward trusting one’s own 
resources carries the baby 
over this would-be calami- 
ty. And of course, the 
mother’s love and caring 
for her baby is the support 
system that makes it possi- 
ble aiso 


Eventually, children 
learn that they can afford to 
rely on their own selfness, 
having taken into 
themselves the strength and 
love that comes from the 
parent. This establishes 
them as free-standing in- 
dividuals 


At the same time, the 
original insult to the baby 
(awareness that the mother 
is separate from him or 
herself) stands as a kind of 
recurring reminder that 
new insults may occur in 
the you-me dyad, and this 
tends to prevent mature, 
lasting and trusting 
relationships. Perhaps we 
continue to be suspicious, to 
find fault, to believe in 
rumors instead of facts, to 
withdraw from others and 
become social recluses 


Bridges to each other are 
available. Usually they are 
quite sturdy (since there is 
more adult than child in 
most of us). Sometimes 
they seem untrustworthy 
and new faith must be 
generated by looking anew 
at ourselves and then at the 
other one as well. It’s not 
only “Do you trust your 
wife?’’ — as the television 
program offered. It’s also 
‘Do you trust yourself?”

Cities consider 
reopening ponds 
to hold sewage 


Ontario is expected to face additional pressure for sup- 
porting reactivation of the Cucamonga Ponds now that 
Upland, Rancho Cucamonga and Ontario have used all 
allocation for single-family sewer hookups 

In fact, the Ontario City Council is expected to be ask- 
ed in upcoming weeks to reconsider its July 1977 rejec- 
tion of a plan to discharge one-half million gallons to 2 
million gallons of raw sewage daily into the Cucamonga 
Ponds. 

The discharge of sewage into the east Ontario sewage 
settling basins will allow construction of at least 1,500 
new homes 

In recent weeks, Ontario and Upland exhausted their 
allocations of 3,106 and 1,200 single-family homes, 
respectively, under a sewage allocation plan that was to 
extend until June 30 

Earlier, Rancho Cucamonga had used up all its 
allocated new sewer hookups under a plan developed un- 
der pressure from state officials, who said the quality of 
water discharged from the Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District sewage plant in Ontario was suffering due to 
overloading 

Bob Jackson, Ontario’s chief building official, said, 
‘The so-called allocation period is up June 30. Normally, 
we'd be looking to another allocation on July 1, but the 
Chino Basin has not been talking favorably about that.” 

City Manager Roger Hughbanks and Jackson said the 
city staff and Chino Basin officials are expected in up- 
coming weeks to begin renewed discussions on reac- 
tivating the Cucamonga Ponds. Chino Basin officials 
proposed allowing sunlight to purify the sewage placed in 
the 40-acre settling basins 

‘*‘One-million-plus gallons per day could be picked up 
by reactivating the Cucamonga Ponds, but we don’t know 
if we want to do that or not,’ Jackson commented 

Eight months ago, the Ontario City Council voted 4-0 to 
go on record as opposing the Cucamonga Pond reopen- 
ing. At the time, council members heard several objec- 
tions to placing raw sewage in the settling basins located 
west of Haven Avenue, south of Mission Boulevard. At 
least one industrial landholder threatened a lawsuit if 
the pond usage is approved. 

But former Mayor Paul Treadway, the council’s most 
outspoken critic of reopening the ponds, is no longer on 
the city council, and Chino Basin officials hope to find 
the new mayor, Robert Ellingwood, more receptive 

Ray Ferguson, general manager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District, said he will meet with Ontario 
officials in upcoming weeks in an effort to ‘‘convince 
them that it (reactivating the ponds) is a good idea.” 

Ferguson said plans call for a careful, cautious phase- 
in in using the ‘oxidation ponds.”’ He said that initially 
only one-half million gallons of sewage will be put in the 
ponds daily 

Careful study will be undertaken to assure that the 
sewage placed in the ponds can be treated by the sun's 
natural purification ability. The problems of odors and 
flies attributed to the past usage of the ponds was due to 
too much being deposited in the settling basins, Ferguson 
explained. 

The maximum planned for placement in the ponds — 
assuming it could be efficiently handled — would be 2 
million gallons per day, enough capacity to accom- 
modate 6,000 new homes, Ferguson said 

Local city officials have met in recent months in an ef- 
fort to develop a means to expand sewage treatment 
handling capacity within the next two years. 

(Ferguson reported that a 10 million gallon per day ex- 
pansion to the Ontario sewage plant received final ap- 
proval Friday from the state and federal government 
and a two - year construction chedule will begin soon. ) 

Ferguson said no more household sewage can be 
“scalped’’ in a non-reclaimable line intended for in- 
dustrial firms. He said the intended original plan for 
temporarily placing 2 million gallons of sewage into the 
non-reclaimable line daily has already been stretched to 
3.5 million gallons per day. No more additional residen- 
tial sewage flow can be placed in the industrial line.

Keep ‘old’ look, 
avoid trends in 


re-decorating 


“Period decorating is an economical and practical 
alternative to expensive, trendy re-decorating,’’ claims 
Carolyn Flaherty, decorative arts editor of The Old- 
House Journal. 

The decorating methods used in the Colonial and 
Victorian eras relied mostly on paint and imagination 

But today’s consumer is urged to buy more and more 
“things’’ plus yards and yards of the latest fabric to go 
with them. When an older home is shown in a glossy 
magazine, it is accompanied by advice on how to make it 
look ‘‘New!”’ 

“Don’t try to cover the interesting features of an older 
home,’’ Carolyn Flaherty says. ‘‘Let them be the way 
they were meant to be, and repair and restore them.”’ 
This doesn’t mean going out and buying antique furniture 
or giving a house a museum look, however 

Instead of plastic panelling on an old wall, she suggests 
stencilling — an original and attractive wall decoration 
Stencilling was used extensively in the 18th and 19th 
centuries. Once you know how, it is easy and 
inexpensive. It also hides bumps and irregularities on old 
walls 

Wall-to-wall carpeting is not only expensive, but 
inappropriate for the older room. Rather than covering 
the floor, it is helpful to know how to sand and finish it 
properly. And if the wood is not attractive, there are 
many ways to paint it. The thrifty New England 
housewife used ‘‘spatter-painting’’ to camouflage high 
traffic areas. Marbleizing, stencilling and painting in 
Colonial color schemes are inexpensive alternatives to 
covering up the old floor 

Rarely used today are the many painting techniques 
employed by early American craftsmen. Called ‘‘fancy 
painting’ — these were methods originally used in 
France and England and included marbleizing, graining, 
gilding, lacquering and japanning. They are imaginative 
and unusual ways for today’s homeowner to add beauty 
and color to any older home

People often speak of 
anemia as ‘‘tired blood,” 
and blame anemia for any 
general run-down feeling. It 
is important to remember 
two things before making 
this self - diagnosis 

~*“Many other illnesses 
also cause fatigue and lack 
of energy 

—~‘Even if the general 
diagnosis of anemia is ac 
curate, iron tables are not 
always the answer. Anemia 
has ‘many causes — some 
potentially serious — and 
different kinds of anemia 
require different 
treatments 

A person who is anemic 
does not have the usual 
number of red blood cells 
The red cells are needed to 
carry oxygen to all parts of 
the body and to return car- 
bon dioxide from these 
tissues to be breathed out 
through the lungs 

If you are anemic, the 


hemoglobin — which gives 
the red cells their color and 
does the actual work of 
transporting oxygen — is 
too low to do its job 

Even your doctor cannot 
tell if you are anemic by a 
quick look at the color of 
your palm lines or the lining 


of your eyelids. The 
diagnosis requires ap- 
propriate blood tests. If 


anemia is discovered, the 
doctor then must determine 
its type and cause in order 
to treat it successfully 

Iron deficiency, abnormal 
absorption of Vitamin B-12, 
diseases of the liver or 
thyroid, rheumatoid 
arthritis, or hidden infec- 
tions are some of the causes 
of anemia. In some cases, 
an anemia discovered by a 
routine blood test is the 
first sign of disease 

A normal diet usually 
supplies enough iron to keep 
the blood healthy. If a per-

Some problems 
associated with anemia are 
inherited. Thalassemia, a 
condition in which blood is 
not produced in adequate 
amounts, is found most 
often in people whose 
ancestors came from coun- 
tries around the Mediterra- 
nean Sea or Southeast Asia 
Blacks also can have this 
problem 

Sickle cell anemia is 
another blood disease that 
is inherited, and it occurs 
most frequently in this 
country among blacks. 
Though rare, the disease 
also can be found among 
Caucasians, particularly 
those from the Mediterra- 
nean countries. 

The blood cells of persons 
who have sickle cell anemia 
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have an abnormal shape 
(much like a sickle) that 
prevents the cells from cir- 
Culating without being 
damaged. The cells may 
survive only 10 days or even 
less, rather than the more 
normal 120 days. The bone 
marrow cannot manufac- 
ture blood fast enough to 
make up for the loss of the 
Short-lived cells 

Deficiencies of certain 
vitamins can cause anemia. 
Pernicious anemia, which 
often is seen in people of 
northern European descent, 
is caused by the body’s in- 
ability to absorb Vitamin B- 
12. This problem can be 
treated with injections of 
Vitamin B-12, but taking B- 
12 tablets will not help since 
absorption in the intestine 
is the problem.

Too much alcohol in the 
system can be associated 
with a deficiency of folic 
acid, which is needed for 
blood production. Large 
quantities of alcohol will 
itself suppress blood 
production 

Sometimes, the anemia 
can be caused by certain 
disorders of the bone 
marrow which produces 
blood. For example, in a 
disease called aplastic 
anemia, the bond marrow 
stops working (for reasons 
often not clearly un- 
derstood). Not only red 
blood cells but sometimes 
all the cells produced by the 
bone marrow are reduced 
This sometimes is reversi- 
ble. Leukemia, a cancer of 
the bone marrow cells, also 
Causes anemia.

Certain drugs, such as 
some antibiotics and drugs 
used for cancer 
chemotherapy. also will in- 
terfere with biood produc- 
tion. Many chronic illnesses 
such as rheumatoid 
arthritis, chronic infections 
and cancer will cause 
reduced blood production 

Sometimes, as people 
grow older, their bodies 
begin producing substances 
called antibodies that 
destroy red blood cells. The 
antibodies attach 
themselves to the outside of 
red cells so the cells can no 
longer circulate freely and, 
consequently the cells are 
destroyed in circulation. 

Whatever the cause of 
anemia, it is important that 
your doctor determine it. 
Only then can anemia be

The only alternative 
to Hogshead, lowa 


The news ratings of 
television station KFAD 
went out to lunch and didn’t 
return. This, of course, 
caused great concern for 
the station manager who 
had just bought a new boat 
to go with his new beach 
front house. 

Since he didn’t like the 
possibility of spending the 
rest of his broadcasting 
career as station manager 
for a small 500-watt radio 
station in Hogshead, Iowa, 
a shake-up of his staff was 
in order. 

So, one bleak day recent- 
ly, he called in his news 
director and firmly an- 
nounced that if the ratings 
didn’t improve, there would 
be two new families in 
Hogshead, Iowa. 

“‘But, Boss,’’ pleaded the 
news director, ‘‘We’ve tried 
everything we know to 
boost the ratings.”’ 

“Well,” replied the sta- 
tion manager, ‘‘you ob- 
viously didn’t try hard 
enough.’ He thought for a 
moment, then asked, ‘‘What 
about story length — 
haven't they been getting 
longer lately?”’ 

“‘No, sir! We've never run 
a story longer than one 
minute, and most of the 
stories are 15 or 20 seconds. 
I understand the attention- 
span of our audience, and I 
don’t want to do anything to 
lose that audience by giving 
them longer, more in-depth 
stories.” 

“Good .. . Good. But that 
new guy, Smidgkins — 
didn’t he spend an awful 
long time on that story 
about tax problems with the 
county?” 

“Well, sir, Smidgkins is a 
new reporter and hasn't 
learned all the procedures 
yet. But we did manage to 
edit down his story to 24 
seconds.” 

“But we are still using 
the local newspapers, 
right?”’ 

“Oh, yes, sir! My 
reporters — every one of 


them — know that the only 
way to get good television 
news is to rewrite from the 
local papers.

I 
sure hated to miss the 
Senate investigation 
though, but since they didn’t 
allow cameras in the 
chambers, there wasn’t any 
sense having a reporter 
there.”’ 

“Well, apparently there’s 
nothing wrong with our 
basic news coverage,”’ said 
the station manager, ‘‘so it 
has to be our on-air per- 
sonalities. How long has it 
been since Susie 
Sweetwater changed her 
hair style?” 

“Oh, about two months, 
but I think we should let it 
stay another month or so 
just to increase viewer 
identification.” 

“Tn another month or so,”’ 
said the station manager 
dejectedly, ‘‘we may be off 
the air.

She’s done an awful lot of 
extra work to try to boost 
the ratings.

But, 
they’ve adapted 
remarkably well. In fact, 
someone even saw Susie 
trying to read a newspaper 
last week.

You know the co- 
anchor is just as impor- 
tant.”’ 

“Well, he has been put- 
ting on a little weight, so I 
sent him over to the spa a 
couple days ago.

“OK, what about 
delivery? Can we laugh it 
up more on the set. We'd 
have to keep up the Happy- 
News format or we’ll lose 
every rating point we ever 

ad.” 


“TI think we’re at the 
saturation point on laughter 
right now. In fact, our on- 
air people have become so 
good that Johnny Carson 
wants them to do the open- 
ing monologue next week. I 
do think, however, that 
Susie did get carried away 
when she laughed all the 
way through that air dis- 
aster in the Bahamas. But, 
we did get better ratings on 
that story.” 

“The weather has been 
weak. Can we do something 
there?”’ 

‘We tried it several ways 
as you know. McDonald 
gave the weather once in a 
raincoat and another time 
with a bathing suit on. I 
think the viewers liked that. 
And remember the times he 
brought the chickens into 
the studio? You can’t get 
any more ratings than that! 
But you can’t bring in 
chickens just every day.” 

“Remember that piefight 
you staged one night? The 
viewers loved it. Can’t we 
do that again?” 

The news director paused 
a moment, then sadly an- 
nounced that the bill for all 
the cream pies, for the laun- 
dry, and for repairing one of 
the television cameras — 
now permanently identified 
with caked-in merangue — 
would preclude any future 
attempts. 

‘““‘We could try,’ he 
suggested, ‘‘having the on- 
air people dress in

Eric Hoffer, our 
philosopher - longshore- 
man in San Francisco, has 
written as follows: 


“There are no children 
any more. Our public 
schools are packed with 
mini - men hungering for 
the prerogatives and 
probably the 
responsibilities of adults.’’ 


I agree entirely with him 
— and one can add in 
support of Hoffer’s 
observation this curious 
biological fact: young 
people today reach 
biological maturity earlier 
than they did in the 
beginning of this century. 
Nevertheless, we keep the 
young in school so much 
longer than we used to. 


In 1910 a 14-year-old was 
expected to leave school 
and go to work. If you did 
not go to work people 
wondered if you were going 
to become a preacher or 
something. A grade school 
education was considered 
enough for the average 
person, and perhaps one- 
eighth of the population 
went on to finish high 
school. 


But if you are 14 years old: 


in the 1970s, you are 
biologically the equivalent 
of a 16-year-old of 1910, and 
50 percent of the 14-year-
